In the distance, they might easily be mistaken 
for Indian goats; such_na_one_soes—any—aond- 
every day. in the streets. of Kowloon. Aftor 
‘nightfoll, especially on olonr, moonlight niyhts, 
they may bo: hoard uttering their short: hoarse 
bark, which ‘sounds aro attributed by the more 
ignorant and superstitions Chinese‘ to the ories 
of wandering ond malignant spirits. They are 
not vory prolific, probably from constant 
inbreeding, aud the young are gonerally very 
delicate, Aaa rule the feinale gives pirth to. 
her fawn about the mouth of June—although 
I have. seen them with young & month earlier. 
In this reapoot, however, my obzorvations have 
been rather limited, and only o naturalist’ with 
leisure could really devide the question. Thoy do 
not hord tégether like tho home'deer, but browee 
in psirs; foeding o1 tho tender leaves of the 
jangl growth, grass, etc, and making. froquont 
and destructive raida_on ‘thd: cultivated ‘swont. 
potato patches, : . oe, 
Inthe latter case they are not merely contont 
with cating the leaves of the potato, but with 
their sharp hoofs they dig up’ and eat the roots 
as well—utterly roining the ¢rop. Thoir 
habitaé and’ general refuge is in, the ‘deep 
rovines that scar'the mountain sides, and which 
arofilled at all seasons with natural jungle growth 
trees, bushes, and creepers of any kinds—tho 
whole so dense and tangled os to be practically 
impenctrable to humans, Hore, safely concealed, 
they spond the day timo, sheltered alike from 
heat snd cold, and humsn enemies, venturing 
from their Isirs only at sundown to find food 
and water. ; :
